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were put out by the department sev- 
eral months ago they provoked ad- 
verse and even angry criticisms all 
across the country, and for good 
cause. The first of the new stamps 
turned out to be even worse than the 
photograph. It carries a picture 
which, if the identifying tiara and 
the entwined initials ER are obliter- 
ated, bears no resemblance to Her 
Majesty. There is none of the 
Queen's beauty of features and of 
expression. Instead there is a cold 
leaden look from eyes which, possibly 
due to indifferent engraving, appear 
to be out of focus. The Coronation 
design is equally unflattering. A ca- 
meo profile, it is artistically poor 
and quite unworthy of the Queen's 
senior Dominion.

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Victorias Mystery Cancellation 





BY REGINALD NAIRNE 
The Victoria Post Office made use 


of a special cancellation in 1901 


which today is among the rarest 
Canadian postal markings known to 
colleetors. 


This was a roller type in the form 
of a flag, on which was superimposed 
a shield bearing the words “Provin- 
cial Exhibition, Victoria, October 1 
to 5". To the left was the ordinary 
circular dater. This cancel, along 
with the almost exactly similar one 
which was being used concurrently 
in Toronto to publicize the fair they 
were holding there in August, hap- 
pen to be Canada's first advertising 
type cancellations. (And strangely 
enough, Victoria was not to make 
use of another until nearly ten years 
later.) 

It was obviously the intention, 
when the machine was first put into 
use during the early part of August, 
1901, that it should continue to ad- 
vertise the Exhibition right up to 
its closing date of Oct. 5th. Had this 
been done the cancellation would 
have been fairly common even today. 

But for some mysterious reason, 
after being in operation for a little 
over a week it was suddenly discon- 
tinued: and all the evidence points 
to its never having been put into ser- 
vice again. The result is that only 
about half a dozen examples of this 
cancellation are known to collectors 
today. You will not even find it listed 
in Jarrett's- in fact Fred had not 
heard of it when the writer men- 
tioned it to him a year or so ago. 

It seems to have been first noted 
by Mr. Langford of Pasadena, Cal., 
who probably is the greatest collect- 


or of Flag cancellations in the world, 
for he has over 6000 of them, though 
most of these are of course from U.S. 


towns. He states that most of the 
few known are on covers or 1897 
Jubilee postcards addressed to the 
U.S., and are in the hands of Ameri- 
can collectors. His own specimen is 
on one of these cards. 


During 25 years of trading in Vic- 
toria the writer has from time to 
time had the opportunity of going 
over several large accumulations of 
correspondence which included local 
letters with examples of postmarks 
for at least every week of the first 
deeade of the century. Yet not one of 
these Flags showed up in any of 
them! It was after having given up 
all hope of making a find, that one 
beauty turned up last fall among a 
batch of rubbish that was brought 
in by an old time resident. It was a 
lovely clean little mourning cover, 
showing a superb strike dated Aug. 
10, and is now in a well known local 
collection. 


Once in a while portions of the 
cancellation are found on loose 
stamps, though generally pairs are 
necessary to distinguish them. Even 
these are quite uncommon, 

Various theories have been advan- 
ced to try to explain the sudden with- 
drawal of this cancellation. Just to 
make sure the Exhibition had not 
been called off for any reason, ref- 
erence was made to newspaper files. 
But these show that, on the contrary, 
it was probably the most gala affair 
of its kind in Victoria’s history, for 
it was opened by no less a person- 
age than the Duke of Cornwall and 
York who, along with the Duchess, 
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was making a tour of Canada at the 
time, accompanied by Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and many other notables. 
(The Duke, of course, afterward be- 
came King George V.) 

Another suggestion was that the 
cancellation may have been a local 
production, unauthorized by the P. 
M.G., and that it was quashed when 
brought to his attention. But it is 
practically certain that the roller 
was made by the same firm that 
turned out the Toronto Flag about 
the same time, for they are almost 
identical. To bear this out, Mr. Good- 
ale has lately made the remarkable 
discovery that the brass roller is still 
in existence in the P.O. Archives at 
Ottawa! 

The most likely explanation is that 
the old timers on the postal staff 
here would look on the cumbersome 
roller, (which was of course hand 
operated), as a confounded nuisance, 
as it would slow down handling of 
the mail to quite a noticeable degree. 
So perhaps after making a  half- 
hearted attempt to use it for a week 
or so it may have been conveniently 
put out of sight and forgotten. The 
only drawback to this explanation is 
that surely the Exhibition Commit- 
tee, after paying thier good money 
for the gadget, would naturally com- 
plain they didn't get their money's 
worth? At this late date we can 
only make a guess, for it is unlikely 
we'll ever know for sure. 


THAT STAMP FURORE 





Perhaps the critics have gone off 
the deep end in criticizing the new 
stamps. It's just one of those things 
that once started rolls on like a 
snowball. Clippings of newspaper 
eritisism have come to us from wide- 
ly separated points—particularly let- 
ters to the editor. In many instances 
comment by inexperienced or un- 
trained writers exhibits many crude 
figures of comparison. Some of the 
figures, similes, or hyperboles, are 
more uncomplimentary to the Queen 
than the stamps themselves, Much 
of the comment could well have been 
left unprinted. 

We have reproduced some of the 
cemment in this isue as a matter of 
record but we are not going to be- 
labour the point by dwelling on it. 


The P.O.D. admits that they are not 
proud of the emission and a new set 
is to appear later. Nor are we going 
to pan the engravers. The Canadian 
Edition of Time Magazine points ont 
the admirable engraving done on 
scenery like that of the Great Bear 
Lake stamp and the Niagara Falls 
20e stamp, but remarks the loss of 
touch on portraits, and cites the Ze 
issue in 1949 wherein the likeness 
portrayed resembled Conservative 
Leader George Drew rather than the 
King. (Ironically, we got a kick out 
of that—with a Liberal Govérnment 
in power at the time of issue of the 
stamp). 

Probably Time Magazine has a 
point there. Among the old-time en- 
gravers such as Smilley and others, 
each had an art all his own. One 
specialized numerals, another vign- 
ettes, still another portraits. Each 
was an artist in his own line. The 
great bulk of work produced by the 
engravers of our stamps is bank 
notes. There is no comparison be- 
tween them and stamps. The size of a 
bank note gives the engraver room 
to exhibit his skill. Such cannot be 
said for stamps, particularly the 
small size coming 100 to a pane. 
And it could be that the old-time 
portrait engraver is not available to- 
day. We have a suspicion, too, that 
some of the models sent up to them, 
such as the Fur stamp, $1.00 Fish 
and 4c Ram's head were not items to 
create much enthusiasm or inspir- 
ation in the mind of the engraver. 

Afterword: We just finished writ- 
ing this when a letter arrived from 
a Vancouver correspondent, who feels 
sure there are other good engravers 
and printers in Canada able to print 
our stamps and sees no reason why 
the P.O.D. should not give them a 
trial. (Ed. Note: This was done some 
20 years ago for a short space and 
some very pleasing designs resulted). 


The P.O.D. announees four cachets 
for Western events this summer, the 
Calgary Stampede, July 6 to 11; 
Edmonton Exhibition, July 13 to 18; 
Saskatoon Industrial Exhibition, 
July 20 to 25th; and Regina’s Golden

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 

Took a holiday last month, but 
things are getting too interesting to 
do so again. The Coronation stamp 
is the cause of most of the excite- 
ment, of course. It didn’t look too 
promising at first, but when Mr. Cote 
revealed that plate 1 had cracked, 
things were different. And when 
plate 2 followed suit—wow! But let 
the P.O. Dept. speak for itself: 


“When the 4c Coronation commem- 
orative postage stamp was announ- 
ced, it was stated that this stamp 
would be printed from two plates, 
No’s. 1 and 2. Unfortunately plate 
No. 1 eraeked after a comparatively 
small number of millions of stamps 
were printed from this plate. No im- 
perfect stamps printed from this 
plate were released by the manufact- 
urer. It is expected that examples 
of this stamp issue printed from 
plate No. 1 will be found in only lim- 
ited quantity in the stocks of the 
postmasters. A good stock of stamps 
printed from this plate are available, 
however, in the Philatelic Section. 


*When plate No. 1 ceased to be of 
value, a new plate, No. 3, was trans- 
ferred and placed on the press for 
additional printing of the stamp. 
After several days of printing, plate 
No. 2 developed flaws which prevent- 
ed its further use and an additional 
plate, No. 4, had to be transferred 
and applied to the press. 

“The result is that the Coronation 
postage stamp required four plates, 
No’s. 1, 2, 3 and 4, for the printing of 
the contract quantity. Stamps print- 
ed from all four plates may be pur- 
chased from the Philatelic Section 
provided full sheets of 100 stamps 
each are ordered. The plate number 
desired should be specified in orders.” 

Two new sets of plate 6, 4c orange 
are reported this month, and I 
congratulate the fortunate owners, 
Mr. Cyril Hawley of Hartford, Conn., 
and Mr. Walter Brewer of San Diego, 
Calif. Both were very interesting 
letters. Mr. Hawley is an enthusiastic 
numismatist as well as stamp col- 
lector, and thinks a rarity guide to 
recent plates would be of great in- 
terest. He suggests a scale such as 
used by coin collectors of rarity 1 to 
6, in increasing order of scarcity. 


This brings out the need of a re- 
vised edition of the plate block cat- 
alog, and I am glad to announce that 
Major White has started work on 
this. I can assure Mr. Hawley and all 
other interested collectors that the 
new edition will cover all such points 
as he had in mind. 

Mr. Brewer has some strong views 
on our current Queens. He says in 
part, “What a crime to disfigure 
such a beautiful woman, as the en- 
graving does not even look like her. 
The only resemblance is the crown.” 
I cannot agree with Mr. Brewer, 
which only proves that such things 
are a matter of personal taste. I 
thought the moose stamp the least 
attractive of the animal issue, but 
note that others don’t agree. I was 
delighted to have Mr. Edward Mc- 
Grath of St. Catharines agree with 
me that the Bear stamp had the most 
attractive appearance. As he says, 
“The polar bear is easily recognized 
by its white colour and by its habitat. 
The hummock of ice and snow and 
the Northern Lights make an ideal 
background.” 


PLAN NEW SET OF STAMPS 





Ottawa, May 26—The Postoffice 
Department, somewhat discouraged 
by its new postage stamps of the 
Queen, is already planning a new set. 

The stamps currently on sale in 
one-to-five-cent denominations, and 
the special Coronation four-center 
which goes on sale Monday, have 
drawn numerous complaints and con- 
siderable criticism, Walter Turnbull, 
denm postmaster-general said to- 
ay. 

“We can't say we're entirely happy 
about the new stamps," he said in an 
interview. 

The department doesn't plan to 
withdraw the issue and has approxi- 
mately a six-months supply. The 
stamps will probably last until Nov- 
ember, but it may be well on into the 
new year before there is a new Queen 
Elizabeth issue to replace them. 

It took 18 months to produce the 
present issue. One week after the 
death of King George VI, postoffice 
officials conferred on selection of a 
photograph of the Queen from which 
a model of the stamp could be pro- 
duced. 
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They chose a photo by Karsh of 
Ottawa and checked it with the 
Queen, who is reported to have been 
delighted. There were consultations 
with the Canadian Bank Note Com- 
pany, which holds the contract for 
producing all Canadian stamps, with 
artists and photographers of good 


standing, and with officers of the ~ 


National Gallery. There were sugges- 
tions, alterations and improvements 
in the design before the engraving 
began. 

Special photo engraving, which can 
do a better job, is not available in 
Canada, Mr. Turnbull said. There is 
a certain inherent loss in the hand 
engraving, done on steel under a mag- 
nifying glass, which then must be 
transferred to a stee] printing plate. 

One uncertain stroke of the en- 
graving tool and the nose is sharp- 
ened. Another unsure stroke and the 
mouth becomes less pleasant. 

“One line can be the difference 
between a smile and a frown,” the 
deputy said. 

He said the new stamps look much 
better under a microscope, “but we 
don’t supply microscopes with the

RAMBLING GOSSIP

Coronation sets from Australia, 
New Zealand and South West Africa 
will likely be the most popular 


stamps of all the 107 being issued 
on June Ist. 


Unless there has been an error in 
the figures published of 920,000 
stamps of the 20/-, 1948 issue of Gt. 
Britain, one would naturally suppose 
the quantity very small for a coun- 
trv with the population of Gt. Bri- 
tain. This refers to Scotts No. 275, 
and in either mint or used should 
prove a valuable acquisition, and 
worth double its present price within 
a few years. 

It is surprising with what rapid- 
ity some changes come about. Speak- 
ing of high denominations some of 
you may be interested in knowing 
that the 10/- and 20/- St. Kitts, 
Scotts 91-92 of 1948 are now selling 
at double face overseas and reported 
scarce there. Similar denominations 
of the same year of issue for Mont- 
serrat are expected to take a jump 
in value, and considered a good buy 
today up to 50% over face. What will 
the used of these denominations of 
both countries be worth shortly is 
a question worth considering. 

It is so easy to miss a number of 
good things, the St. Lucia, Castries 
stamp, Scotts No. 151 had from re- 
ports a very small distribution of 
137,343 copies in 1951. It has been 
tipped off in London as being in short 
supply. The present catalog value is 
bound to be raised this coming fall. 

Some Farouk issues of Egypt have 
lately come through  overprinted 
with three bars. It is not unlikely 
these stamps may become valuable, 
Those who collect the issues of this 
country may discover later that many 
sets will go to high catalog value. 

A new Queen Elizabeth set is in 
the offing for Tristan da Cunha. 
These will be printed by the de La 
Rue Co. Colors and designs have been 
listed; but no date of issue has been 
suggested for the set of 14 values to 
the 10/-. What about the 1951 over- 
printed set of Geo. 6th in 1951? It 
should be good to get now. 

Another new set which is expected 
about October 15th next is the de- 
finite set of 14 values to the 20/- for

Due to the Bulawayo Exhibition on 
May 30th., the 6d denomination of 
the Southern Rhodesia, Rhodes Com- 
memorative set, has been held up; 
but it should be with us in a few 
weeks.

(The Peterborough Examiner) 

Criticism of the new postage 
stamps showing the head of the 
Queen, has been so severe that the 
Post Office Department is planning 
a new set, to take their place. 

We are pleased about this not only 
because it will improve our stamps 
(which are our daily ambassadors 
to every part of the world) but be- 
cause it is a triumph for public opin- 
ion in a sphere in which Canadian 
Public opinion has never been very 
powerful. We are, as a people, ne- 
glectful of appearances. We lack that 
characteristic of showmanship which, 
for instance, the British possess so 
markedly and which they are exer- 
cising to the full in the present Cor- 
onation celebrations. We are inclined 
to tolerate dowdiness in matters re- 
lating to our national life, and we 
are patient and resigned when other 
people assume, understandably, that 
this dowdiness is an accurate reflec- 
tion of our national character. 

We have come to life, and criti- 
cized a set of stamps so strongly 
that another attempt is to be made. 
That is a matter for congratulation. 
We hope that in its future plans the 
Post Office Department will get a 
few Canadian artists who understand 
these matters to advise it.

Also all informat- 
ion on stamps issued in_ booklets, 
with a careful measurement of the 
perfs on these stamps. I would draw 
your attention to a letter by C. H. 
Bayley in November, 1952, Popular 
Stamps containing this information 
for Barbados. 


THE LAID PAPERS OF GEO. VI 
By R. M, Angus 


Thanks to Dr. L. Seale Holmes, an 
acknowledged authority on British 
North America stamps, he has made 
public the fact as to the laid papers 
used in the production of the type 
A87 Scott. Why this has not been 
noticed by collectors of Canadian 
stamps prior to this, is a puzzling 
question. For many years I used 
nothing but le coils on my letters and 
about 1940 when about 475 copies of 
a coil had been used, I suddenly not- 
iced that they were on laid paper. The 
lines were much closer than those 
found on the earlier stamps of Can- 
ada, such as certain values between 
1851 and 1868, but nevertheless dis- 
tinetly laid. To check up on this, I 
examined a number of used copies 
and found quite a lot of them to be on 
laid paper. I told all collectors I knew 
about this find, but did not stir up 
much interest. However, I was in 
Vancouver shortly after on a busi- 
ness trip, and asked a dealer with 
whom I then carried on a regular 
correspondence, if he had noticed 
this variety. He told me he had not, 
and that it was probably caused by 
streaky gum, so I asked him to look 
at some of the used ones from my 
correspondence and he had to admit 
they were on laid paper. Subsequent 
purchases of coil stamps resulted in 
finding only the ordinary wove 
paper, so the laid was presumably a 
very limited one. 

Dr. Holmes is to be thanked for 
bringing this before the collecting 
public, and we hope to hear much 
more of it in the future and even for 
catalogue recognition.

Regina Leader-Post 

Shed a tear for Goldfields the 
tewn that is no more. 

In its hey-day this Little Lake 
Athabaska community was quite a 
metropolis. It sprang up out of the 
rock and forest of northern Sask- 
atehewan in the early 1930’s, when 
gold was found in the area. Soon it 
had a population of around 1,000, 
with modern homes, two theatres, a 
liquor store, a post office and a 14- 
room hotel. 

But in the early 1940's, the gold 
being mined was found to be of poor- 
er quality than expected. By 1943, 
Goldfields was a deserted town. 

The little town got a new lease on 
life when the Athabaska-Black Lake 
uranium rush started in the late 
1940's. In no time at all Goldfields 
was wide awake and booming again. 

But this spurt of life has been 
brief. In 1951 the Saskatchewan

ROMANTIC SETTING ENJOYED 
BY THIS POST OFFICE

A “post office” sign on the Ran- 
noch-Fullarton road in Blanshard 
Township, Perth County, Ontario, is 
tacked to a tree near a winding creek 
which runs through the Hookway 
farm. 

That's the only indication to the 
casual passerby that a post office 
exists in the area. 

George Hookway, 80-year-old post- 
master used to carry the mail to the 
72 boxholders on the Science Hill 
route. Now his daughter Mrs. Gladys 
Walker, makes the same mail run 
daily. The number of boxholders is 
down to 67 now. 

Mr. Hookway is the son of a sea- 
going captain and his mother’s father 
was a sea-going captain. George 
Hookway was all set to follow their 
footsteps up a gangplank when his 
father whom he had never seen was 
drowned off the coast of France. 

His papers were all signed and he 
was set to go aboard the sailing ship 
Matterhorn at New York when he 
was 16. Then his mother decided 
that enough of her people had given 
their lives to the salty ocean. She 
persuaded young Hookway to re- 
main at home. 

George Hookway has never been 
in a water-going craft and has never 
seen the ocean. 

Instead he has spent his life farm- 
ing in Blanshard Township on the 
rolling land which his father-in-law 
sea captain had purchased over 100 
years ago sight unseen on the word 
of an agent whom he sent out look- 
ing for just the right type of farm 
to settle down. The specifications 


were that it was to be rolling land 
and have plenty of good water. 

The man found the farm at Science 
Hil. It has a spring which has been 
providing the household and farm 


stock with a plenteous supply of 
water for the past century. 
The old sea captain, however, 


hadn’t counted on the rocks in his 
farmland. But those rocks went into 
building a house with two-foot-thick 
stone walls. The first part of the 
house is over 100 years old. 

Since it was built three additions 
have been attached, all of the same 
stone from the lower field along the 
winding creek. 

Seience Hill has had its own post 
office for more than half a century. 
The post office was at Rannoch on 
Highway No. 7 until 1932 when it 
was moved to the kitchen of the 
Hookway farm. 

Science Hill itself is unmarked. It 
is shown on maps but there are no 
signs to tell the traveler just where 
Science Hill is located. 

The post office is about a quarter 
of a mile from the rise in the ground 
which is the hill.
